Representative Raker of California, addressing the Hawai- 


ian Civic club in Honolulu recently, told the Hawaiians that 
"He-wondered what was going to become of them. Many others 
are wondering likewise. Few, however, have spoken to the na- 
tives as plainly as this congressmen did. 
, 


"I hope you will not let these islands slip from^your hands 


he said. "Unless the Hawaiians retain possession of the lands, 
own and control them and work them, they are not going to 
run this territory. 
If you Hawaiians developed your native 


land, it would renew your energy, give new hope and promise 
to your young men and preserve your race." 
~ 


Because the natives are not inclined to work, other races, 


particularly the Japanase, are coming in and possessing the 
land. A movement has started too, fro mthe Philippines. The 
Hawaiians are a fine branch of the Polynesian race, originat- 
ing in the South Sea Islands, which should npt be allowed to 
•die out. 


Americans, too, Representative Baker told the Hawaiians,
